Animal Shot After Attacking 
Man Who Tried to Force 
It Into Pit. 


By the Associated Press. 
CLEVELAND, July 8.—Fifteen 
minutes after he lost his job as an 
animal keeper, Thomas Earl, 56 
years old, walked into a pen at the 
Brookside Zoo, locked the gate be- 


hind him and was clawed to death 
today by a 900-pound Russian 
brown bear. 

Earl was trying to force the bear, 
named Sunshine because of an or- 
dinarily docile disposition, into a 
pit when the animal in a sudden 
rage turned on him. 

The beast rose on his haunches, 
grabbed Earl by the shoulders with 
a paw and began strangling and 
clawing him at the same time, said 
Edward Hagan, tender of the lions 
and tigers, who was the only wit- 
ness. 

“Earl screamed for help,“ Hogan 
said. “I struck at the bear with 
an iron bar I was carrying, but 
couldn't drive him off. I ran for 
assistance as the bear started to 
drag Earl toward his den.” 

Other workers ran to the scene 
and vainly tried to drive Sunshine 
off with the ends of poles. Capt. 
Curley Wilson, superintendent of 
the zoo, then had two other keep- 
ers kill the bear with revolvers. 

Earl entered the cage with the 
bear’s breakfast of meat, carrots 
and other vegetables. A Coroner's 
autopsy showed that Earl had 
been shot twice, once in the 
shoulder and once in the thigh. 
However,, Coroner A. J. Pearse 
said that Earl was dead before he 
was shot. 

Wilson said that shortly before 
the tragedy “Earl got kind of 
smart so I fired him.” Hagan said

ed for the relief of destitution in 
St. Louis was turned over today, 
after a conference at the City Hall 
attended by more than 200 busi- 
ness leaders, to a committee to be 
appointed by Mayor Miller. 

The committee, to be named to- 
morrow, will be asked to report a 
plan next Friday at another meet- 
ing of those who assembled today 
to consider the financial problem 
which has caused the Citizens’ 
Committee on Relief and Employ- 
ment drastically to restrict the aid 
that it has given to those in need. 

At a meeting of the Legislation 
Committee of the Board of Alder- 
men which followed the confer- 
ence, Chairman Eilers announced 
that on Monday he would intro- 
duce a bill which would tax all ve- 
hicles using the Free Bridge 10 
cents for each trip. He estimated 
this would provide $2500 a day for 
relief. 

The Legislation Committee 
amended another relief tax bill to 
levy 5 per cent on the gross re- 
ceipts of. trust companies. The orig- 
inal bill had called for a $500 an- 
nual tax, 

Bond Plan Sidetracked. 

A bond issue proposal had been 
expected as a likely outcome of the 
conference, but doubt was cast on 
this proposal when Comptroller 
Nolte announced, before the meet- 
ing opened that he had changed 
his mind and did not favor bonds 


tor relief. 


Bernard F. Dickmann, president 
of the Real Estate Exchange, spoke 
against a relief bond issue and 
said he would favor it only as a 
last resort. Dickmann has opposed 
also the bill increasing the real 
estate agents’ tax which is among 
the pending special tax bills for 
relief pending in the Board of Al- 
dermen. 

He suggested instead of a bond 
issue-a 100 per cent increase on 
the taxes paid for doing business 
and a tax of 1 cent on the selling 
price of each newspaper. The 
latter proposal, he asserted, would 
yield about $7000 a day for relief. 

Dickmann wanted the meeting to 
pass on his proposals, but they 
were referred to the subcommittee 
to be appointed by Mayor Miller. 
The Mayor said he would make 
Dickmann a member of the sub- 
committee. 

Opening the meeting, Mayor Mil- 
ler termed it official in the fullest 
sense of citizen responsibility.” He 
had summoned those present, he 
said, “in virtue of my power to pro- 
test the health, welfare and social 
order of the city.” 

Communists Gather on Lawn. 

As he was speaking, a group of 
Communists began to gather on the 
lawn of the City Hall. These were 
on hand early for the relief demon- 
stration planned for noon by Com- 
munist leaders. 

J hereby declare and recognize 
that an emergency exists,” the 
Mayor said. No more serious dif- 
ficulty has ever confronted our city. 
One-eighth of our population calls 
for help and less and less help is 
being daily available. This is not 
a healthy condition for those re- 
fused aid or those living in a city 
denying such aid.“ 

The Mayor said the Citizens 
Committee, which he appointed 
nearly two years ago, had handled 
the problem until now so efficiently 
“that it is somewhat difficult to 
convince St. Louisans that today, as 
you sit here, your neighbors, so to 
speak, are in actual want and that 
their number and mood grows con- 
stantly menacing.” 


The meeting was called, he said, 
“that the situation may be fully 
known, that jointly we may face 
the facts, and that we may muster 
the leadership of St. Louis in cor- 
recting, if humanly possible, this 
threat to our city and citizens.” 

Miller then turned the meeting 
over to Morton May, vice-chairman 
of Citizens’ Committee, who said 
“the rising tide of want” would be 
described by William L. Igoe, pres- 
ident of St. Vincent de Paul So- 
ciety, and E. G. Steger, director of 
the Community Fund. 

In May, 1929, Igoe said, relief 
agencies now affiliated with Citi- 
zens’ Committee were assisting 3739 
families. A year later the number 
was 4426, in 1931 it was 10,636, and 


last May it was 25,769. 
“We thought when the Crisis 
Campaign succeeded,” Igoe said.

WASHINGTON, July 8.—wWith- 
out the formality of a record vote, 
the Senate today unanimously con- 
sented to place on its calendar for 
future consideration a constitu- 
tional amendment to substitute 
state liquor control for the eight; 
eenth amendment. 

Senator Barbour (Rep.), New 
Jersey, author of the proposal, said 
he would press for its considera- 
tion before Congress adjourns. The 
drys were confident, however, of a 
good majority against it. 

The action came after lengthy 
debate on Barbour’s motion to dis- 
charge the Judiciary Committee 
from further consideration of his 
proposal and to bring it before the 
Senate itself. 

Meanwhile, moves were under 
way in both the Senate and House 
to obtain a vote this session on leg- 
islation to legalize beer. 

‘Senator Borah (Rep.), Idaho, 
offered the Glass currency expan- 
sion bill as a substitute for the 
amendment to the home loan bank 
bill pending before the Senate to 
legalize beer. The amendment of- 
fered by the Idahoan, if adopted, 
would replace the one by Senator 
Bingham (Rep.), Connecticut, to 
legalize beer. The Glass bill would 
give the circulating privilege to 
about $1,000,000,000 of United 
States bonds. 

Later Bingham withdrew his beer 
“rider” to the home loan bank bill 
after Borah has superseded it by 
offering the currency expansion 
measure as a substitute. Bingham 
announced off the floer, however, 
that he would reintroduce his beer 
proposal as soon as the Borah 
amendment had been disposed of. 

“Effort to Embarrass,” 

Senator Robinson, the Demo- 
cratic leader, asserted the two 
hours spent on the Barbour motion 
to bring the resolution before the 
Senate was time wasted. He at- 
tacked the pending Bingham beer 
rider to the home loan bank bill, 
saying it has no relation to the sub- 
ject matter and “can not be agreed 
to in view of the situation that 
prevails here.” 

The Bingham beer (3.2 per cent) 
amendment, Robinson said, “is in- 
tended to embarrass members of 
this body by seeking to make it ap- 
pear that Senators are unwilling to 
carry out the mandates of the plat- 
form recently adopted.” 

Senators Twit One Another. 

Senator Reed asked Barbour 
whether he would accept amend- 
ments to his resolution to provide 
for ratification by state conven- 
tions to guard against return of 
the saloon and to protect states that 
want to remain dry. Barbour re- 
plied in the affirmative on 
point. 

Barbour opened up a general de- 
bate with Democrats and Repub- 
licans twitting each other on their 
own stands compared with those 
taken in their respective platforms. 

Senator Bingham quoted Senator 
Ashurst (Dem.), Arizona, as say- 
ing recently that it would be 
a “ridiculous waste of effort” now 
to attempt to modify _ prohibition, 
since the “people want jobs, not 
jags.“ | 

Ashurst replied that “no amount 
of clamor” could induce him to vio- 
late the Constitution, but that, if 
Bingham could “prove, not by his 
word, for he’s not a chemist, that 
4 per cent beer by weight or vol- 
ume is not intoxicating and will 


vote for it now.” 

Senator Glass interjected that 
Bingham would “drop a beer bar- 
rel on the hearth of every home,” 
referring to the Connecticut Sena- 
tor’s beer rider to the Home Loan 
Bank bill. 

Prohibitionists seek delay by two 
methods—reference to a committee 
for further consideration or a rul- 
ing from the chair that the Bing- 
ham bill is unconstitutional and 
therefore out of order.

Stimson Refuses to Comment 
on Franco-German Settle- 
ment Plan. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 8. — An- 

nouncement of a complete Franco- 

German agreement at Lausanne on 


reparations and war debts was re- 
ceived today at the State Depart- 
ment with interest but Secretary 
Stimson was silen: on the two ques- 
tions, which are held here to be 
separate and distinct. 

The “gentlemen’s agreement” 
linking reparations with Europe's 
war debts was looked upon in some 
circles as patently opening the way 
for new appeals to the United 
States for a scaling down, if not 
actual cancellation of debts owed 
this nation. 

When the Europeans submit 
their agreements individually to 
this Government the United States 
will consider them. Until then Sec- 
retary Stimson has nothing to say 
about war debts. 

The funded indebtedness of 15 
European nations to the United 
States exceeds $11,000,000,000. 
About 90 per cent of this is due 
from Great Britain, France and 
Italy. 

Should Europe propose that 
debts to this country be scaled 
down in the same proportion as 
German reparations are cut under 
the new Lausanne agreement, the 
United States probably would not 
be offered more than $1,000,000,- 
000.

They 
escaped with slight bruises and 
today started for Moscow by train. 


The report said they were forced 
down about 4 a. m. yesterday, eight 
hours after they left Berlin.

ENGLISH RECTOR FOUND 
GUILTY OF MISCONDUCT 


The Rev. H. F. Davidson, Con- 
victed at Church Trial Says, 
“I Expected It.”

LONDON, July 8.—The Rev. H. 


F. Davidson, rector of Stiffkey, 
was found guilty today on several 
counts of improper conduct with 
young women. F. K. North, 
chancellor of the Diocese of Nor- 
wich, who presided at the recent 
church trial, handed down the de- 
cision, 

The Rev. Mr. Davidson, with 
his daughter, Paddy, and his son, 
Nugent, were in the court when 
the verdict was given. His wife 


was not. 

Sentence will be pronounced la- 
ter by the Bishop of Norwich. 
The Rev Mr. Davidson denied 
all the charges at his trial, de- 
claring he came to London from 
his country parish to do uplift 
work among unfortunate _giris, 
hundreds of whom he said he 
helped. This statement, the chan-

IS OFFICIALLY 
ANNOUNCED 
AT LAUSANNE 


Compact With France Will 
Be Initialed by the Powers 
Tomorrow When Three 
Premiers Will Address 
Session. 


BONDS TO BE ISSUED — 
IN ABOUT 3 YEARS 


Plan Is to Pay “When 
Reich’s Credit Permits” — 
New Effort to Establish 

Relations on Basis of Re-

LAUSANNE, Switzerland, July 
8.—France and Germany have 
reached complete agreement on 
the issues under discussion at the 
debts and reparations conference, 
it is officially announced this aft- 
ernoon. 

Under the agreement, Ger- 
many’s final reparations payment 
is fixed at a nominal 3,000,000,- 
000 gold marks (about $750,000,- 
000). Bonds for that amount 
will be issued at a price of 90 
when Germany’s credit permits. 

The preamble to the agreement 
declares that reparations are fi- 
nally ended and that a new effort 
in relations among nations is 
commenced on the basis of reci- 
procal confidence. 

Hopes for “Fresh Achievements.” 

“The Powers that have signed 
this treaty,” says a preamble to 
the agreement, “do not claim 
that the accomplishment at Lau- 
sanne, which will completely put 
an end to reparations, can by it- 
self assure that era of peace 
which all nations desire. 

“But they do hope for an as- 
surance that all these aims of 
such deep significance will be 
understood and appreciated by 
all pacific elements in Europe 
and in the world. They do hope 
that these accomplishments, so 
arduously attained, will be fol- 
lowed by fresh achievements.”

: noon on an audit of the books and 

* accounts of the Commission. 
. The report charges there was an 
operating loss of $42,597 in the St. 
1 Louis broom shop for 1931, an op- 
ab erating loss of $4343 in the home 
1 work department for the same 
year, that there were alleged dis- 
crepancies in the inventories of 
manufactured brooms and raw ma- 
terials, that competitive bids were 
not received on some of the pur- 
chases of raw materials, and that 
in some instances the prices paid 
for materials were too high. 

Referring -to the executive direc- 
tor, Mrs. M. D. Campbell, the audit 
report states that “if the executive 
director has the knowledge of 
properly supervising the commer- 
cial end of the commission, it is 
quite evident that such supervision 
has not been exercised under the 
present management.” 

The audit was made by T. H. 
Ebersole, L. L..McCawley and H. 
B. Stout of Thompson's staff and 
was transmitted by him to the 
Governor. 

The Missouri Commission for the 
Blind, in addition to maintaining a 
register of blind persons in the 
State, and administering the State 
blind pension law, carries on blind- 
ness prevention work, home teach- 
ing work, maintains the St. Louis 
broom shop, and gives a monthly 
subsidy to five other broom shops 
in the State for blind workers, 
which are not under State control. 

Governor Promises Inquiry. 

| Gov. Caulfield this afternoon, 
ar. when apprised of the nature of 
the audit report, said: “I have not 
had an opportunity to read the re- 
port, but as soon as I can study 
it, I will make a thorough inves- 
tigation of the matter disclosed in 
the audit.“ 

The audit covered the period 
from Jan. 1, 1931, to last March 
31. The factory and sales depart- 
ment of the commission are situat- 
ed at 1908 Locust street, St. Louis. 

The auditor criticises the man- 
agement of the factory by H. H. 
Howard, the superintendent, de- 
claring the purchasing, operating 
and selling were not properly man- 
aged. It was charged that in buy- 
ing raw material, a considerable 
part of the material had been pur- 
chased by Howard from a Kansas 
City concern at higher prices, plus 
freight, than the materials could 
have been purchased for in St. 
Louis, delivered at the factory. It 
was alleged that in some instances 
the cost a pound for broom corn 
was increased 2 cents. 

Says Rent Ig Too High. 

The auditor declared there was 
no good reason why Howard should 
purchase materials for the fac- 
tories at St. Joseph, Joplin, Kan- 
sas City or Springfield, since they 
are under direct supervision of lo- 
cal organizations and the State was 
interested only to the extent of the 
subsidies furnished these factories. 
The auditors charged their investi- 
gation showed that some of the 
cheapest broom corn was sent by 
Howard to the factories at St. Jo- 
seph and Joplin, and that this 
placed thes factories at a disad- 
vantage. 

In the operation of the factory 
a heavy loss is sustained,“ the re- 
vort stated. In the first place, 
the factory is located at one of the 
worst places for the blind work- 
men, and the rental and overhead 
are almost prohibitive. A more ac- 
cessible building for the workmen 
at a rental of about one-half could 
be obtained. 

The report said the records 
failed to account for more than 
1100 brooms during the 15-month 
period and alleged freight bills for 
the 1929-30 biennium were paid 
out of the 1931-82 appropriation, 
in violation of the appropriation 
laws. 

The auditors declared the cost 
of storing raw materials and fin- 
ished products in public ware- 
houses was more than it should be, 
and asserted. excessive drayage 
charges were paid, as compared 
with the handling costs in other 
factories.

A resolution asking the United 
States to attend a world economic 
conference, where the Lausanne 
convention would be woven into “a 
universal accord,” was expected to 
be adopted tomorrow. 

(The United States Government 
recently announced its willingness 
to attend a world economic confer- 
ence, but vetoed several plans 
which would have linked that con- 
ference with the Lausanne meet- 
ing.)

Approved by House. 
The bill was approved by the 
House yesterday, 202 to 157, at the 
behest of Speaker Garner and de- 
spite President Hoover’s objections 
to its expansion in the field of pos- 
sible borrowers from the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation.

During 
the past year of depression, notic- 
ing that his visitors have been pre- 
occupied with the outlook, Rocke- 
feller’s favorite hymn has become:

The retired oil king’s annual 
birthday statement said: “I desire 
to reaffirm my belief in the funda- 
mental principles upon which this 
country has been founded—liberty, 
unselfish devotion to the common 
good and belief in God. 

“As a nation looking proudly to 
our past where it has been noble, 
and recognizing with humility our 
mistakes of extravagance, selfish- 
ness and indifference, let us, with 
faith in God, in ourselves and in 
humanity, go forward, courageous- 
ly resolved to play our part worth- 
ily in building a better world.“ 

Rockefeller rose at 8 o'clock, 
hac a light breakfast of fruit juice 
and cereal, and strolled about the 
lawn, receiving greetings of his 
employes.

As Cohn interprets the regula- 
tions, the light equipment is not 
required on boats except when op- 
erated at night. That would exempt 
most of the motorboats on the 
Meramec, since, Cohn remarked, 
only one or two would be found 
running on an average Saturday 
night between Valley Park and 
Lincoln Beach, 

White Lights for Canes. 
Canoes are required to carry a 
white signal light to be shown 
upon the approach of other craft. 
It was Cohn’s opinion that the 
common electric searchlight, car- 
ried by virtually every Meramec ca- 
noeist, would satisfy that regula- 
tion if properly shown. 
“We do not plan to be ‘hard- 
boiled’ about these regulations at 
first,” said Cohn. We shall make 
inspections, and. tell motorboat 
owners what equipment they need. 
That phase of our work will be a 
matter of education. 

But we shall clamp down on 
violations that menace the safety 
of swimmers, canoeists and even 
the motorboat operators them- 
selves. Most of the people who 
have motorboats on the Meramec 
handle them with perfect caution 
and consideration for others. 
“Only a comparative few fail to 
reduce speed and weave in and 
out among swimmers and ,canoes, 
We shall do our best to educate 
the minority. But if warnings fail 
to eliminate that menace, we shall 
be forced to resort to more drastic 
measures.“

Costigan, Former Associate, 
Loses Fight on Him in Sen- 
ate, 37 to 25. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 8.—Edgar 
B. Brossard of Utah will serve an- 
other term on the Tariff Commis- 
sion. His appointment was con- 
firmed by the Senate yesterday de- 
spite charges from Senator Costi- 
gan (Dem.), Colorado, that he had 
represented ‘“‘favor-seeking, tariff- 
protected interests.” 
~ Brossard’s confirmation came 
by Costigan to send the nomination 
back to committee for further in- 
vestigation -was rejected, 31 to 25. 
Costigan once served on the Tariff 
Commission with him. Chairman 
Smoot (Rep.), Utah, of the Finance 
Committee, defended Brossard as 
an “honorable, upright man” and 
one well qualified for his place.” 
Explaining he would not go into 
the history of the long Senate fights 
over the Commissioner from Utah! 
Smoot said “the very line of his 
education fits him for his place.“ 
Citing the nominee as one of the 
reasons “Government commissions 
in Washington have been falling 
into disrepute,” Costigan said: “He | 
has for years appeared to be a rep- 
resentative on a presumably inde- 
pendent and impartial Federal 
commission of more or less hidden 
force. The voice has been the 
voice of Brossard, but the hand has 
too often been the hand of favor- 
seeking, tariff-protected interests.” 
Recalling his own observation as 
a member of the commission of 
Brossard’s activities “such as were 
not successfully hidden,“ from 1923 
until 1928, Costigan said “at least 
three commissioners were shocked 
by deplorable activities of his, of 
a prejudice and partisan sort.’’

Been Ditched.

The loss to the Francis M. Wil- 
son Organization of the support of 
Terrence Riley, member of the 
Democratic State Committee and 
chairman of the Democratic Coun- 
ty Committee of Platte County, 


Wilson’s home county, has become 
the leading subject of discussion 
in the Dearmont-Wilson campaign. 
for the nomination for Governor. 

Dearmont speakers and officers 
of Dearmont clubs are making .the 
most of it as evidence of the cor- 
rectness of their contention that 
there has beén a smash-up of the 
Wilson bandwagon. Wilson speak- 
ers, so far unable to counteract 
the effect of Riley's switch by pro- 
ducing any prominent Dearmont 
leader who has gone over to Wil- 
son, have attempted to 
Riley’s action by an assertion that 
he is a local public utility attorney 
in Platte County. 

At several meetings last night 
Riley was the main topic. Samuel 
H. Liberman, chairman of the 
Dearmont Speakers’ Committee, 
asked at a Sixteenth ward meet- 
ing: “When a candidate is re- 
buffed in his own home county, 
what can he expect from the rest 
of the state?’’ 

George T. Priest of the Wilson 
group of speakers, said at Tenth 
ward meeting, that Riley was an 
attorney for utilities, that he 
switched to Dearmont several 
months ago, and that all the re- 
mainder of the Platte County 
committee was supporting Wilson. 

“A Certain Indication.” 

Kenneth Teasdale, president of 
the Dearmont Club in St. Louis, 
said today that Rileys abandon- 
ment of Wilson and his support of 
Dearmont was “a certain indication 
that the Wilson bandwagon had 
broken down after six years of con- 
tinuous use and that the riders 
were leaping to the Dearmont wag- 
on as it went by.” 

“Senator Wilson's strength of a 
few months ago was largely due to 
the fact that he began campaigning 
for renomination immediately after 
his defeat in 1928. Many Demo- 
crats of influence joined in sup- 
porting him at a time when they 
did not know he was to have oppo- 
sition. Early last spring it was a 
bandwagon proposition. 

“Then Senator Dearmont enterek 
the race. For four months he has 
been campaigning actively and his 


strength has grown every day. Dur- 


ing all that time Wilson has been 
inactive. ‘ 

“The voters have seen in Dear- 
mont an aggressive, fighting Dem- 
ocrat; the kind of a man they want 
to head the state ticket. They 
know of his record as an active 
participant in Democratic politics 
through several campaigns. In Wil- 
son they have been able to see only 
a man who has taken no part in 
politics except as a candidate try- 
ing to get fnto office. He has 
made no speeches for the party, 
and, according to former Chairman 
Howell of the State Committee, did

It is now simply that 
the Wilson bandwagon has broken 
down ahd is in the ditch. Wilson 
has been using it for six years and 
he has not been able to repair the 
breaks which have developed.

Dearmont this week has beens 
pushing his campaign in the dis- 
tinctly Wilson territory in the west- 
ern part of the State, delivering 
four or five speeches a day. “Wil- 
son is continuing his policy of de- 
livering no speeches. Dearmont 
today is in Cedar, St. Clair and 
Henry Counties, and tomorrow is 
scheduled for another speech in 
Henry and three speeches in John- 
son County.

Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, wife 
of the New York Governor and 
Democratic presidential nominee, 
told a Chautauqua audience yester- 
day of her vision of a “reconstruct- 
ed economic system,“ in which “all 
who are honestly willing to work 
shall receive adequate compensa- 
tion.” Her address was sponsored 
by the Chautauqua Women’s Club 
of which she is a life member. 

“One important lesson we have 
learned from the depression,” she

But the closest any American 
horse ever came to the 1%-mile 
time established by Whisk Broom 
II (2 minutes flat, made in 1913 
at Belmont) was in 1920, when 
Man o' War did 2:01 4-5 at Sar- 
atoga, and again last year, when 
Twenty Grand made the same 
time in the Kentucky Derby. 
Whisk Broom II's time is almost 
two seconds or approximately 
100 feet better.

Greatest American Turf Feat. 


T probably will be a long, 

long time before any thor- 
oughbred will equal or surpass 
the performance credited to 
Whisk Broom II, the most re- 
markable feat ever achieved on 
the American or any other turf. 

Whisk Broom II made his rec- 
ord on June 29, 1913, in the 
classic Suburban Handicap, at 
Belmont Park, pitted against a 
field of five other horses: La- 
hore, Meridian, Nightstick, G.

denly as the Promethee disappeared 
yesterday. 

The Promethee had been in ser- 
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vice only two years. It had not 
been working well and a number 
of civilian experts were aboard yes- 
terday when it set out to make div- 
ing trials. 

It was estimated 49 members of 
the crew and 17 others, including 
engineers and workmen, went down 
with the ship. The correspondent 
of the Paris newspaper Le Matin, 
however, estimated the number at 
70. 

All the rescue operations, and the 
hope of the navy that at least some 
of the men might have survived 
within the ship, were based upon 
the. theory that they might have 
found time to close the water-tight 
hatches before the seas rushed into 
the hold.. 

If the compartments were closed 
and there were no serious breaks in 
the hull, they said, it was reason- 
able to expect the crew ran no im- 
mediate danger of death. 

Fishing Boat Saves Seven. 

Lying in Cherbourg harbor is 
France’s special floating dock, built 
especially for the raising of sub- 
marines. 

The rescue of the seven who es- 
caped was due largely to the near- 
ness of the fishing trawler Yette II, 
which was lying near the spot let- 
ting out its nets. ' 

A number of men standing on 
the submarine’s deck seemed to be 
flung into the air, they said. The 
fishing boat immediately cut its 
nets and started full speed for the 
spot where the skipper, by climbing 
aloft, saw seven heads bobbing in 
the sea. 

There was a belief that others of 
the crew were on deck at the time, 
too, but were dragged down by the 
suction caused by the sinking hull. 
The seven survivors were in the 
water an hour before they were 
dragged out. 

The disaster was the first to a 
French submarine since 1928 when 
the Ondine went down off Portugal 
after a collision with a Greek 
steamer. Forty-three perished in 
that accident. 

Leaky oil tanks and possibly poor 
functioning of the submarine’s ex- 
hausts or a maladroit maneuver by 
one of the civilians aboard were 
given unofficially as possible causes 
of the submarine’s sudden dive. 

The seven survivors said the ship 
was seaworthy, that they were 
proud of her and had no’ qualms 
about sailing in her. The five en- 
listed men who were saved are rest- 
ing in the marine hospital.

GENEVA, Switzerland, July 8.— 


United States naval experts today 


criticised a move for a new five- 


Power naval conference started 
from British sources yesterday. 
The British plan was broached 


shortly after counter proposals to 
the Hoover disarmament plan were 
announced in the House of Com- 
mons at London. It was contained 
in a press interview given anon- 
ymously by a high British author- 
ity. 

The United States, Japan, Great 
Britain, France and Italy would be 
expected to join in the conference. 

The British program announced 
in London, one of the American 
critics said, was merely a renewal 
of a 10-year-old controversy in 
which the British had “sought by 
reducing the size of our ships to 
keep our navy in home waters.” 

“The British have naval bases all 
over the world,” he explained, ‘‘and 
do not want large ships, but the 
United States, lacking these bases, 
is required to maintain large ships 
with a wide cruising radius.” 

The sponsor of the parley said 
the naval questions were complex 
and required extensive discussions. 

“President Hoover,” he said, “‘will 
be the first to agree that naval re- 
duction cannot be accomplished by 
the mere mention of a vulgar frac- 
tion.” 


This reference was to the 


President's proposal for a é6ne-third 


reduction of world armaments. 

On the question of the necessity 
for substantial reductions, the Lon- 
don and Washington Governments 
were agreed, he said, but he em- 
phasized that because of heavy 
British responsibilities over the 
world it was difficult for Great 
Britain to make numerical reduc- 
tions. 

In the general commission of the 
disarmament conference, sentiment 
is accumulating among the small- 
er nations for the Hoover plan. 
Among those who praised it were 
the representatives of Belgium, 
Brazil, Tarkey, Cuba, Austria, Nor- 
way, the Dominican Republic, Fin- 
land and Canada. 


Japan Opposes Cut in Size of Capi- 
tal Ships.

TOKIO, July 8.—A spokesman 
for the Navy office, commenting on 
Stanley Bald win's counter proposals 
to the Hoover disarmament plan 
today, said Japan favors no reduc- 
tion of tonnage of capital ships and 
cruisers but was opposed to the 
British suggestions for capital ship 
reduction. 

The Japanese Navy heartily in- 
dorsed the proposed reduction of 
aircraft carriers, he said, and would 
welcome their total abolition, but 
opposed a one-third reduction of 
destroyer tonnage and the abolition 
of submarines.

Hatfield, Subcommittee Chairman, 
Opposes Measure; Other Two 
Changes.

WASHINGTON, July 8.—Chair- 
man Hatfield of a Senate subcom- 
mittee considering the Davis-Kelry 
bill for Federal regulation of the 
bituminous coal industry, said to- 
day in a formal report that he 
could not support the measure. 
Senator Davis (Rep.), Pennsylva- 
nia, advocated the bill, with 
amendments, and the third mem- 
ber, Senator Mayden (Dem.), Ari- 
xona, proposed a substitute plan.

Initiative petitions to place two 
proposed constitutional amend- 
ments upon the initiative and ref- 
erendum ballot of the November 
election were filed with the Secre- 
tary of State yesterday afternoon 
by representatives of the Missouri 
Farmers’ Association and the As- 
sociated Industries of Missouri. 

The amendments propose estab- 
lishment of an improved State 
budget system and more effective 
control of expenditures, would lim- 
it the number of clerks the Legis- 
lature may employ to 75 for each 
house, would simplify the clerical 
methods of the Legislature and 
tighten, the requirements for law 
revision work by the Legislature 
in the decennial revision sessions. 

The petitions carry a total of 
200,366 signatures, including 99,- 
629 for the budget amendment and 
100,737 for the legislative amend- 
ment. 

In order to place an initiative 
measure upon the ballot, the peti- 
tions must bear the signatures of 
voters equivalent to 5 per cent of 
the vote cast in the last general 
election, in 11 of the 16 congres- 
sional districts. The petitions filed 
carry the required number of sig- 
natures in 15 of the districts. 

While the Missouri congressional 
districts in effect were wiped out, 
through veto by Gov. Caulfield of 
the redistricting bill passed by the 
1931 Legislature, State officials 
have held that the former districts 
still exist for the purpose of filing 
initiative petitions this year. 

Strikes at Clerical Scandals. 

The legislative amendment, which 
will be Proposition No. 2 on the 
ballot, would allow each house of 
the Legislature a maximum of 75 
employes during a session. This 
strikes at the clerical scandals of 
recent sessions in which hundreds 
of clerks were employed, many of 
whom did no work. State Treasur- 


‘er Larry Brunk has charged $200,- 


000 in clerical salaries was wasted 
during the 1931 session. 

This amendment also simplifies 
the clerical emtheds by proposing 
to do away with the long standing 
system of engrossing and enrolling 
legislative bills in longhand and 
substituting typewritten or printed 
copies. 

Another provision of the amend- 
ment is that in the decennial revi- 
sion sessions, the Legislature shall 
not consider any measures except 
appropriation bills and revision 
bills, after the first 70 days of the 
session. This would remedy a situ- 
ation which existed in the 1929 ses- 
sion which contained more than 
100 days without any effective re- 
vision work being done. 

The budget amendment will be 
Proposition No. 3 on the ballot. 
It provides that the Governor 
within 15 days after the Legisla- 
ture convenes at the beginning of 
biennium shall submit estimates of 
the probable state revenues for the 
biennium and recommend a com- 
plete plan of appropriations and 
expenditures. It would authorize 
the Governor, in passing upon ap- 
propriation bills, to veto items or

ing a more satisfactory public service. 

The immediate effect is to be a slight reduction, 
approximately 7 per cent, in the cost of gas for cook- 
ing and general use, and a substantial reduction of 
about 30 per cent for house heating. 

Considerable cost was involved in making the gas 
system suitable for distribution of the mixture of 
natural and manufactured gas and in adjusting burn- 
ers in homes for use of the richer gas. The gas com- 
pany also stands to take a reduction in gross revenue 
unless the use of gas increases enough to offset the 
lower rates. 

It is the hope of the company, of course, that use 
of gas will increase. The company has it within its 
power to encourage use of gas by the excellence of 
its service and by-showing a sincere desire to reduce 
rates as much as possible. There is some doubt about 
the adequacy of the reduction already voluntarily 
given, and the City of St. Louis has a case pending 
before the State Public Service Commission for a 
full investigation of the value of the property used 
in serving gas and the fairness of rates. The com- 
pany should show a willingness to adjust its rates 


bonds of railroads and of many industrial 
corporations, the bank loans of individuals 
and of business firms. A very considerable 
part of this debt is insupportable at the 
present level of prices, and there is no 
greater question before the country than to 
determine how these debts are to be dealt 
with.

Plainly enough, the policy of 
public money to private financial institu- 
tions is one which can be justified only if 
within a reasonably short time there is a 
rise in prices which thaws out their frozen 
assets. On any-other assumption, the pol- 
icy means only that good money is being 
thrown after bad money, and that the de- 
pression is being prolonged by délaying the

I do not venture an opinion as to whether 
there is a good prospect of that rise in 
prices which our present policy depends 
upon.

The alternative is to admit 
that the price level of 1927-29 was abnormal 
and will not be reached again within the 
next few years, and that, therefore, a vast 
readjustment of debts has still to be un- 
dertaken. On that premise, it would be- 
come necessary to consider what machinery 
ought to be set up by which the readjust- 
ment could most economically and fairly 
be carried out. There ought to be some 
alternative prepared to the ordinary painful 
process of individual foreclosure, bank- 
ruptcy and reorganization.

LADY MOUNTBATTEN 
WANS SUIT FOR LIBEL 


Scurrilous Story About Wife of 
King’s Cousin and Colored 
Man Put in Record. 


By the Associated Préss. 

LONDON, July 8.—Lady Louis 
Mountbatten won her libel action 
today against Odhams Press Ltd., 
publishers of The People,” Sunday 
newspaper. The defendants apol- 


ogized and paid all costs. Lady 


Mountbatten was said to have re- 
fused to accept heavy damages. 

During the brief proceedings, 
plaintiff's attorney told the court 
that although it was unusual he 
wanted to read into the record the 
libelous article on which the action 
was based. I'll do that,” he said, 
“so that its full enormity may be 
known and every fact in this case 
plainly stated so that the world 
may know that these foul rumors 
have been brought out of the re- 
gion of hints into the light of pub- 
licity.”’ 

Then he read the following clip- 
ping from the newspaper: 

“Famous hostess exiled. Society 
shaken by terrible scandal. 

“I a mable to reveil today the 
sequel to a scandal which has 
shaken society to its very depths. 
o fthe leading 
hostesses in the country, a woman 
highly connected and immensely 
rich. 

Her associations with a colored 
man became so marked that they 
were the talk of the West End. 
Then one day the couple were 
caught in compromising circum- 
stances. 

“The sequel is that the society 
woman has bee ngive na hint to 
clear out of England for a couple 
of years to let the affair blow over, 
and the hint comes from a quarter 
which cannot be ignored.“ 

The Lord Chief Justice impound- 
ed a copy of the publication con- 
taining the libel, pointing out that 
some libels are crimes. 

Lord Louis sat with Lady Mount- 
batten during the proceedings. He 
is a second cousin of King George. 

Notwithstanding the settlement, 
Lady Mountbatten and Lord Louis 
both took the witness stand with 
the consent of the Court and ex- 
plicitly denied the allegations in 
the newspaper article. 

“This article refers to a colored 
man,” her attorney began. “Is 
there one syllable of truth in the 
allegation it makes?” 

“There is not a single word of 
truth in it,” replied Lady Mount- 
batten. Never in the whole course 
of my life have I met the man 
referred to.” 

“Your friends,” continued the 
attorney “have named the colored 
man supposed to be referred to.” 

“Yes,” said Lady Mountbatten, 
“but I never have even met the 
man. I’ve had nothing to do with 
him in any way. It’s a preposter- 
ous story, the whole thing.”

ROOSEVELT'S WEDDING * 
AVIMANY PARADE 


Both Were Same Day and 
Crowd Turned Its Back 
on Marchers.

ALBANY, N. 2 July 3. — There 


is nothing like keeping the name 


in the family,” was the remark of 
President Theodore Roosevelt when 
his niece, Anna Eleanor Roosevelt, 
married Franklin D. Roosevelt 
about 25 yars ago. 

Young Franklin Roosevelt, a 
distant relative of the President, 
had visited him in the White 
House. Franklin's wife referred to 
the President as Uncle Ted. 

It was because of the wedding 


that Franklin, quite without inten- 


tion, caused Tammany some trou- 
ble. President Roosevelt attended 
the wedding, which was on St. Pat- 


rick’s day and the day of a big 
Tammany parade. The church was 
off Fifth avenue not far from the 
parade and the President had to 
cross Fifth avenue to get to the 
church. 

He crossed the avenue just at the 
height of Tammany’s march, so the 
story goes, and the crowd saw T. R. 

Thereupon the crowd turned its 
back on Tammany and followed the 
President to the church. 

It is said that Tammany marched 
with only a small audience for 
some distance. 

The wedding guests probably 
paid more attention to the Presi- 
dent than to the young pair. In- 
cidentally Alice Roosevelt, now 
Alice Roosevelt Longworth, daugh- 
ten of the President, was a brides- 
maid. 

It was at Harvard that T. R. as- 
sumed large proportions in Frank- 
lin’s mind. Whether the dramatic 
figure of his distant relative in the 
White House turned him defnitely 
to politics is not known, but it was 


a great influence, and only shortly 


after graduation he entered the 
race for Senator from Dutchess 
County, N. Y., and won.

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PLANNING THE MENU: 


An Hour Limit for Preparation 
of Meals Suggested 
Today. 


The week's meals in the menus 
published today have been planned 
with the weather strictly in mind. 
Not only the weather in reference 
to eating, but in deference to the 
cook, for no meal prepared during 
the week should take more than 
an hour to cook, Soe come out of 
the kitchen and enjoy life! 

On Saturday the consomme for 
Sunday dinner may be mixed and 
put in the ice box to chill, and the 
crabmeat salad for supper may be 
made and put into molds to chill 
and harden. Potato balls for Sun- 
day dinner cut from firm potatoes, 
cooked for eight minutes, then 
drained and rolled in parsley or 
sprinkled with paprika, are more 
appetizing than large boiled pota- 
toes, or even than mashed potatoes. 
Use canned asparagus for Sun- 
day's dinner salad and serve it with 
French dressing, to which has been 
added a little chopped pickle. Slip 
three or four stalks of asparagus 
threugh a ring of green pepper and 
arrange on lettuce or romaine. 
Save the rest of the green pepper 
to use in the creamed chipped beef 


smoky flavor of this meat makes it 
appetizing for hot weather. Use 
one-half pound of the beef for six 
servings. Pull the slices apart in 
small pieces, cover with boiling wa- 
ter, let stand for five minutes, then 
drain. Melt four tablespoons short- 
ening, add about one-third cup 
chopped green pepper and stir un- 
til the pepper begins to brown. Add 
five tablespoons flour and when 
mixed add 2% cups milk, a tea- 
spoon grated onion, a little white 
pepper. Stir until thickened and 
creamy, add the beef and two table- 
spoons parsley and serve on crisp 
slices of toast, Make corn fritters 
for Tuesday from corn cooked the 
night before. Plan to have three 
ears left over. Cut corn from cob 
and mix with three-fourths cup 
milk and one beaten egg. Sift one 
cup flour with one-half teaspoon 
salt and one teaspoon baking pow- 
der and stir into corn mixture, Fry 
in hot fat in a heavy frying pan. 
Jellied Crab Salad. 
Soak two tablespoons plain gela- 
tine in one-fourth cup cold water 
for five minutes, add one cup boil- 
ing water and stir until dissolved. 
Add twe cups canned tomato juice, 
one teaspoon salt, one tablespoon 
vinegar, a few grains cayenne pep- 
per and one teaspoon sugar. Cool 
until beginning to thicken, stir in 
two eups flaked crabmeat, one cup 
‘diced eelery, one-fourth cup shred- 
ded green pepper and six sliced 
olives. Pour inte small melds and 
set aside to chill and stiffen. Turn 
out and serve on lettuce with thin 
mayennaise. 


Boil gix medium-sized sweet po- 
tatoes without peeling them. When 
tender, drain, eeo!l slightly and peel. 
While potatoes are boiling mix 
one-half cup brown sugar with one- 
half cup water and the peel of one- 
fourth a lemon. Boil this for five 
minutes. Put potatoes in a small, 
deep, butteréd baking dish, pour 
syrup over them and add two ta- 
blespoons butter. Sprinkle lightly 
with salt and bake in a moderate 
oven for 30 to 40.minutes. When 
cooked, the potatoes will have ab- 
sorbed syrup and be transparent 
around edges, 
Blackberry Tapioca. 

Pick over and wash one quart of 
ripe blackberries, Put in a sauce- 
pan with two cups water and boil 
gently for 10 minutes. Add one 
cup sugar, cook five minutes long- 
er, then skim out berries and place 
in a serving dish. Stir one-fourth 
cup granulated tapioca into boiling 
fruit juice and stir until it thick- 
ens, then reduce heat and ceok for 
10 minutes, or until tapioca is 
transparent. Pour over berries, 
chill and serve with cream. Serves 


Baked Meat Loaf Ring. 
Have one pound lean beet 
chopped fine with one-half pound 
lean veal and one-half pound lean 
pork. Mix with one and one-half 
teaspoons salt, one-half cup fine 
‘dry breadcrumbs, one cup scalded 
milk or hot water, the grated rind 
of one-half lemon, one-half tea- 
spoon poultry seasoning, two table- 
spoons minced parsley, and one- 
fourth teaspoon pepper. Stir in 
one beaten egg and mix thorough- 
ly, Pack into a greased ring mold 
and bake in a moderate oven for 
50 minutes. Turn out and fill cen- 
ter of ring with creamed carrots 
and peas. If carrots are young 
and very small leave them whole; 
use one dogen tiny carrots and two 
pounds fresh peas to serve six. 

Apricot Ice Cream. 
Scald and peel fresh apricots, 
then mash the pulp to make two 
cupsful. Or if more convenient use 
two cups pulp from canned or 
stewed dried apricots. The fresh 
apricots have a delicate flavor and 
are in season just now, so we rec- 
ommend using them if possible. 
Mix fresh pulp with ené cup sugar, 
cover and let stand while mixing 
the following: Scald two cups milk,

Simmer beef in a gallon of wa- 
ter until liquid is reduced half. 
Add tematoes cut up, onions thinly 
sliced, pepper also sliced, a pint or 
more of thinly sliced tender okra 
and yellow turnip diced. Cover 
and cook slowly until thick—about 
four heurs. Remove bone and cut 
meat in pleces, Season to taste 
and serve with boiled rice, adding a 
slice of lemon to each portion as 
served. 
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One and one-half cups stock, 
one-fourth eup chopped celery, 

three tablespoons chopped onion, 
one tablespoon chopped olives,

Inquiry Answered as to Type 
of Meat and-Its Prepara- 
tion. 


“What are sweetbreads, and how 
do you use them?” asks a reader. 
Sweetbreads belong to what we 
call the glandular meats—kidneys 


of a lamb or calf, and consists’ of 
two parts which are held together 
by membranes or tubing. Sweet- 
breads should be bought by the 
pair, which includes what is called 
the heart“ sweetbread and the 
„throat“ sweetbread, named from 
the position they occupy. The 
thymus gland disappears when the 
animal goes off a ilk diet, there- 
fore they are always from very 
young calves. 

Do Not Keep Long. 
When sweetbreads are bought, 
cook them as soon as possible, as 
they do not keep well. Place them 
in cold water as soon as they are 
brought home and let them stand 
in cold water for an hour or two. 
Then drain, cover with boiling wa- 
ter and add one teaspoon salt and 
one teaspoon lemon juice. The acid 
keeps them white during the cook- 
ing period. Cook gently for 25 
minutes, drain and drop in very 
cold water. 
When they can be handled, re- 
move the membranes and all 
stringy or fibrous parts and pre- 
pare them as desired. They may 
be cut in dice and creamed with 
mushrooms or green peas; they 
may be dipped in egg and bread 


they may be dipped in melted but- 
ter and broiled, made into ero- 
quettes, etc. No matter hop they 
may be served, they must always 
be boiled in the manner just de- 
scribed first. One pair of sweet- 
breads will serve from two to four 
people, depending on the size and 
the way in which they are pre- 
pared. 2 
Broiled Sweetbreads. Bae 
Boil sweetbreads as directed 
above. Split, brush with melted 
fat, place on a greased broiler and 
broil for five minutes, turning to 
brown on both sides.’

(beaten well), two teaspoons lem- 
on juice, one teaspoon lemon rind.

Cream butter and add sugar. 
When thoroughly mixed, add egg 
yolks, lemon juice and rind. Beat 
thoroughly. Put cottage cheese 
through a colander or ricer several 
times until very fine. Add the corn- 
starch and cream. Combine with 
the first mixture. Fold in beaten 
egg whites. 

Press corn flake pastry in the 
bottom of a spring form mold.

Uncle Paul, Grand Duke Paul 
Alexandrovich, was the nicest of 
the four uncles of the Czar, al- 
though he too possessed an in- 
clination for “mounting the high 
horse,” which trait he owed to his 
close friendship with his brother 
Sergei. He danced well, he was 
greatly admired by women, and he 
looked quite attractive in his dark- 
green-and-silver dolman, raspberry 
tight breeches and low boots of a 
Grodno Hussar. Satisfied with the 
care-free life of a brilliant officer, 
he never occupied a position of re- 
sponsibility. His first wife, a Prin- 
cess of Greece, died when he was 
still very young, and he married 
for the second time the divorced 
wife of a Colonel, thus committing 
a double breach of the regulations 
prevailing in the imperial family, 
no Grand Duke being permitted to 
marry a commoner and no divorced 
woman being received at court. He 
had to leave Russia for an indefi-, 
nite stay in Paris. | 


ND now I am coming to the 
A. of the Czar’s three grand - 
uncles. In Russia we were con- 
sidered his second uncles’; ac- 
cording to the Anglo-Saxon ideas 
of relationship we were cousins. 
First of all, there were two sons 
of Grand Duke Constantin Nicho- 
laevich, the thifl one (Wiacheslav) 
having died in his early youth and 
the fourth (Nicholas) having spent 
his life in exile in Turkestan. The 
eldest Constantinovich,“ Grand 
Duke Constantin Constantinovich, 
was a talented poet and a very re- 
ligious man, which in a measure 
both broadened and narrowed his 
outlook. He was the author of the 
best translation of Hamlet“ that 
ever appeared in Russia and him- 
self played the title role in a se- 
ries of private performances given 
at his palace, He presided with 
great tact over the Imperial Acad- 
emy of Sciences, being the first to 
recognize the genius of Pavloff. He 
wrote poems, essays, plays, short 
and long stories, using the pen 
name of K. R.“ and receiving fa- 
vorable notices even in the papers 
opposed to the regime. He organ- 
ized a club for the officers of his 
regiment supplanting former drink- 
ing with a healthy interest for mod. 
ern Russian literature. Thoroughly 
understanding the soul of a peas- 
ant, he achieved marvels in re- 
forming the methods of teaching 
adopted by our army. Nothing 
pleased him more than a morning 
spent in the military barracks, 
where he personally conducted a 
class for the recruits. While in 
charge of the Russian military 
schools he did a great deal to hu- 
manize the barbarous mentality of 
the tutors, who thought that a ca- 
det should be led to his commission 


via fear and punishment.

IS younger brother, Grand 
Hv Dimitry Constantinovich, 

was a confirmed woman hater 
and an enthusiastic horseman, “Be- 
ware of skirts!” “The war with 
Germany is imminent!” “I would 
like you to gee my yearlings!’’ No 
other subjects touched the heart 
of Dimitry Constantinovich. He 
did remain a bachelor and he did 
possess excellent yearlings. As to 
the war with Germany, predicted 
by him 15 years in advance, his 
nearsightedness, which developed 
into a practical blindness by 1914, 
kept him in the rear, cursing his 
fate and supervising the training 
of the cavalry. 

Of all the members of the im- 
perial family, Grand Duke Nicho- 
las Nicholaevich Jr., the elder son 
of my uncle Grand Duke Nicholas 
Nicholaevieh Fr., exercised the 
greatest influence on the conduct 
of the affairs of state. The two 
pivotal acts of modern Russian his- 
tory—the Manifesto of Oct. 17, 
1905, and the abdication of Nich- 
olas II on March 2, 1917—should 
be credited to a peculiar aberra- 
tion of his political foresight. No 
bitterness guides my pen in de- 
scribing the personality of cousin 
Nicholasha. The feud between him 
and my brother Nicholas Michailo- 
vich belongs to the world that is 
Both of them are dead 
and both have long since entered 
the Hall of History, Far be it from 
me to try to minimize his thorough 
honesty and good intentions. The 
men of the type of rand Duke 
Nicholas Nicholaevich Jr. could be 
used to a distinct advantage by any 
organized state, providing its ruler 
was conscious of the natural limi- 
tations of a single-track mind.

interests lay in the direction of 
pure historical research, He con- 
sented to serve in the Chevalier 
Guards simply because of his 
friendship with Empress Marie

officers took all enjoyment out of 
his regimentak contacts; gradually 
he drifted away from his military 
environment toward the arch- 
ives and the libraries of 
St. Petersburg and Paris. His 
monumental biography of Emper- 
or Alexander I, written after years 
of gathering material and verify- 
ing data, remains unsurpassed in 
the historical literature of Russia. 
No student of the first 25 years of 
the nineteenth century could ig- 
nore the analysis of the events and 
the general survey of the period 
given by Nicholas Michailovich. 
When translated into French it 
created a stir among the Napole- 
onic experts, causing many a treat- 
ise to be revised, changed or re- 
written. 


My second brother, Michael Mi- 
chailovich, had nome of Nicholas 
Michailovich’s tglents. He adored 
the military service and enjoyed 
himself immensely in the Egersky 
Regiment of the Guards. His good 
looks, generous heart and dancing 
ability endeared him to St. Peters- 
burg society, and very soon “Miche- 
Miche” became a recognized favor- 
ite in the capital. Unfortunately, 
he was a marrying man. At the age 
of 20, immediately after coming 
into possession of his money, he 
started building a luxurious palace. 
We must have a decent place to 
live in,” he told his architects. 
„We meant him and his future 
wife. He did not know as yet 
whom he was going to marry, but 
he wanted to marry someone as 
soon as possible. In constant search 
for the “girl of his dreams,” he 
made several attempts at marrying 
outside of the ranks of royalty. It 
created painful scenes between him 
and our parents and it led nowhere. 
Finally he concluded a morganatic 
marriage with a morganatic daugh- 
ter of the Duke of Nassau whose 
maternal grandfather was the cel- 
ebrated Russian poet Poushkin. 
That put an end to Miche-Miche's 
elaborate plans of lavish entertain- 
ments in the beautiful, brand-new 
palace. He was asked to leave 
Russia and remained the rest of his 
life in London. One of his daugh- 
ters, known under her present title 
of Lady Milford-Haven, married 
Prince Battenberg, cousin of the 
Queen of Spain, 


My third brother, George Mi- 
chailovich, showed in his childhood 
the signs of a talent for painting. 

My fourth brother, Sergei Mi- 


chailovich (he was three years 
younger than I) gladdened our fa- 
ther’s heart by becoming a good 
artilleryman. As inspector-general 
of the Russian Artillery he did all 
in his power to impresa upon the 
sluggish minds of the Imperial 
Government the inevitability of a 
war with Germany. His advice was 
ignored, but later on he was point- 
ed out to the opposition party in 
parliament as “the man responsible 
for our unpreparedness.” 

My youngest brother, Alexis Mi- 
chailovich, died of tuberculosis at 
the age of 20.

UCH were the Romanoffs who 
8 stood around the throne ot 

Russia in the most critical years 
of its existence. With all theif 
shortcomings, their loyalty to the 
dynasty and their innate patriotiam 
could have been used by the Czar 
to distinct advantage had he un- 
derstood the urgent necessity of 
letting his relatives choose their 
careers outside the military serv- 
ice. Even the least gifted of them 
would have made much better ex-
